The citizens’ committee for the 
passage of the Harris law authorizes 
the following statement, to define the 
difference between the old prohibi¬ 
tion question and the present nullifi¬ 
cation question: 

Before prohibition became a na¬ 
tional law a good citizen might con¬ 
ceivably have been “wet.” Many good 
citizens were "wet.” 

Now that prohibition is a part of 
the constitutional law of the United 
States, a man may wish to have that 
law changed and work diligently to¬ 
ward that end by argument, persua- 
siin and all other legal means by 
which men’s opinions are changed 
from one side of a question to an¬ 
other. He may do all these things 
and still be a respectable oitizen. 

But whatever may be his opinion, 
he cannot attempt to block the execu¬ 
tion of a law, and be a good citizen. 

The principle of government in the 
United States is this: If you don’t 
like the law, change it; until you 
change (it, obey it; do not attempt 
either to evade it or block it, or null¬ 
ify it. 

A vote against the Harris law is 
not a vote against prohibition. If 
every vote in California were cast 
against the Harris law it would not 
make prohibition any the less the law 
of the state. A vote against the Har¬ 
ris law is simply a vote to defy the 
constitution. It is a law-breaking 
vote.

HOW TO AVOID JAR BREAKAGE 


October 30ili. The sale will be of 
aprons, bags, cooked foods, etc. There 
will be several witching and mys¬ 
terious attractions for all.

Do not place cold jars, either filled 
or unfilled, in hot water. 

Do not place hot jars in cold water. 

Do not overpack jars which are to 
be processed. Some products like 
corn, pumpkin, peas, lima beans, and 
sweet potatoes, swell in processing. 
Pack jar only to wtfthin one-half inch 
of top. 

Do not allow draft of cold air to 
strike jars when they are removed 
from the canner. 

The wire bail should not fit too 
tightly or the jar will break when the 
lever is forced down. 

All new jars should be tempered be¬ 
fore using. To do it, put them in cold 
water sufficient to cover them and 
bring to a boil. 


Simple, clean, wholesome food of 
the right kinds fed to children in the 
proper qualities wall go further, 
home economics specialists declare, 
toward assuring youngsters normal 
health and a sturdy constitution than 
any other factor. Yet, even in this 
land of plenty, many children are un¬ 
dernourished. If they were all in 
homes where the income was small, 
this would be understandable, but 
surveys show that as many cases of 
malnutrition are to be found in well- 
to-do homes as in those which possess 
less of this world’s goods. 

What is the trouble if a child who 
is given plenty of food is undernour¬ 
ished? What more can a parent do 
for his child’s physical welfare than 
to provide an abundance of food? 
Those who have made a study of 
dietetics declare that the kind of food 
that a person eats is almost as impor¬ 
tant as the quantity, and they say the 
trouble with the health of many chil¬ 
dren in this country today is not that 
they are getting too little food, but 
rather that they are getting too much 
of some kiinds and not enough of 
others. 

Avoid a One-Sided Diet 

A child between 3 and 6 years of 
age may be considered well fed if he 
has plenty of milk, bread, and other 
cereal food, an egg or its equivalent 
in flesh foods once a day, a little but¬ 
ter, a small portion each of carefully 
prepared fruits and vegetables, with a 
small amount of sweet foods after his 
appetite for other food is satisfied. If 
any of these classes of food (is omit¬ 
ted, his diet is likely to be one-sided. 

The following bills of fare for chil¬ 
dren’s meals are suggested by food 
specialists. The meals are simple, 
easy to prepare, and sufficiently 
varied to satisfy any normal child’s 
appetite. Other foods of the same 
class may be substituted, v. hen one 
wrishes, for any dish in these menus 
without materially changing the bal¬ 
ance of the meal. 

In each day's meals for a child 
enough milk should bo included to 
make up the required daily amount 
of 1 quart.

TESTING STRENGTH OF CLOTH 


fourth 

RED CROSS 
ROLL CALL 


To test the strength of a piece of 
material, place the ends of the thumbs 
together, holding the material be¬ 
tween them and the first finger; then 
pull first on the warp, or lengthwise, 
threads and then on the woof, or 
crosswise, threads to see how much 
strain they will stand. 

In examining the raveled threads of 
a piece of cloth, notice how the warp 
threads compare in strength with the 
woof, or filling, threads. A fine warp 
will not stand the strain from a heavy 
filling thread, therefore materials so 
woven are not so strong; neither are 
those which have a heavy cord woven 
in besdde a very fine thread, as in the 
striped dimities and muslins.
